French Statistics Show Gain of About 


Sixty-Five Per € 


ent in the Number 


of Women Workers 


‘Paris, Feb, 8—Some remarkable 
figures regarding female labor in 
France are tabulated in th census for 
1906, which has just been compiled. In 
the Jast forty years the number of 
women wage earners ‘his nearly’ dou- 
bled. In thay time the figures have 
risen from about 4,500,000 female 
workers to 7,790,000. Tihis is a 65 
per cent. increase, whereas the percen- 
tage of increase among male workers 
was only 2q per cent., the figures be-

Chinese ‘Food Tablets” 

Out at Les Vailees, near here, there 
is a large factory backed by a running 
capital of $400,000, the output of 
which is food tabloids. The odditity 
lies in the fact that it belongs ito 
\Chinamen xeolusively, was ‘built by 
Chinamen and 4s operated ‘by China- 
men. It is perhaps the most model 
factory in France. 

(Li Yu Ying, aged 30, is the presi- 
dent und organizer of the business. 
He is the oniginator of the food stab- 
lets which are made also. He is an 
expert chemist, an engineer, scienti- 

“fie agriculturist and former student at 
the Pasteur Institute in Paris. 

The son of a former minister of 
state in Pekin, Li came tto Paris in 
1907, to study scientific farming at 
Chesney, near Montangis. Later ‘he 
entered tthe Pasteur Institute. There 
he studied valimentany problems from 
the viawpoint of a vegetarian. He 
thus developed and perfected several 
formulae for concentrated foods, and 
the idea of establishing a factory to 
make the artiales followed as a matter 
of course. The only thing he wishes 
to be Frencti abour the business was 
she ground to bud on. 

Returning to Ohina in 1909, he at 
once launched his company with a 
$409,000 cupital, Most of this amount 
was subscribed by friends of this and 
his davher’s, men in government -cir- 
cles. The company was incorporated 
under the laws of ‘China and head- 
quarters were opened in Tientsin. i 
Yu Ying now hurried back to France 
and established his factory at Les 
Vallees. The buildings cover a large 
space of ground and are models of 
their kind. The machinery inside 
them was made in China and was es- 
tablished at Le Vallees by Chinese 
mechanics, twenty of nwhom came 


; elled, etc. Rigorous exactness, there-

l AEROPLANES 
'New Facts Versus Old Theories in 
| the Conquest of the Air. 


' 


One of ‘the long accepted theories 
of science had to be overthrown be- 
fore there could ‘be a practical start 
made in mechanical flying, It was 
Professor S.P. Langley who gave this 
theory its quietus and established the 
new law in aerodynamics. Newton, 
the gravity discoverer,had figured out 
a certain graduated scale of resistance 
affected by the air against objects 
moving through it. Nobody thought 
to question it until a French scholar 
applied Newton's law in the case of 
the flight of a bird. He figured it out 
that to attain the speed at which a 
swallow flies it would be necessary 
for that little feathered aviator to pos- 
sess the strength of a Harvard full- 
back. Professor Langley demonstra- 
ted by practical tests that a brass 
plate weighing one pound lost fifteen 
ounces of that weight when whirled 
through the air at the rate of seventy 
miles an hour. It weighed only one 
ounce—that’s new acrodynamics—and 
Newton was immediately ruled out as 
an authority in thés particular line. 
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Some Improve Education by 
Reading While Others Train 
Their Pets

Fees are no boys with catapults or 
air guns about the premises, but the 
main reason js itat ‘convicts, almost 
witshout exception, are kind to ant- 
mals ‘and ‘birds, 

Even the roughest and most brutal- 
ized of men, who are a terror to war- 
dersnnd other prison officials, witl not 
molest the ‘birds, ibut ton the other 
hand will save crumbs from their daily 
aillawance of ‘bread and spread rhem 
on tthe sills of their windows for the 
benefit af thair feathered friends. 

Lord William Neville speaks of a 
maniat Pankhurst who had an extraor- 
dinary gift fortaming birds. He was 
a lazy, good for nothing ruffian, idle 
vo a degree, and always in trouble; 
yet the exercised a sort of wierd fas- 
cination over all kinds of birds, and 
his cell aws a regular aviary. 

Sparrows and starlings were con- 
stantly fluttering in and out, and 
would sit on his hand pvithout ‘be- 
traying the slightest fear. Prison au- 
| thorities do not look with favor upon 
' wihis sort of thing, but in this man’s 
case it was found ¢hat his pets exer- 
| cised so good an effect upon him ‘that 
j che regulations were not strictly en- 
forced. 


Another favorite prisoner's pet is a 
mouse. Some time ago a party of con- 


vicets just released front Parkhurst 
nvere noticed to ‘be turning their rail- 
way carriage absolutely upside down. 

It appeared that one of them had 
lost a mouse which shad been his pet 

for two years in ¢he prison and which 
he was ‘taking ‘home, carrying it—of 
all extraordinary sphaces—in his cap! 
happily, master mouse was discovered 
behind a cushion, and order was re- 
stored. 

The ‘house mouse is much more dif- 
ficult to same tha nithe field mouse, 
yet many a convict thas nat only 
managed to tame a mouse, ‘but even 
to teach # tricks. 

It is generally your ‘llitenate man 
who achieves these marvels of taming. 

The small animal is taught to sit up 
and ‘beg for crumbs, to run up his 
master’s sleeve and come out at his 
‘collar, and at the slightest sign of 
danger to make a bolt for his owner's 
pocket. 

Seeing that every prisoner is search- 
ed several times during the day, and 
that a regular staff of warders is con- 
stantly at work searching cells while 
they are vacant during 'the day time, 
it might seem utterly impossible for a 

| prisoner to keep even so small a pet as 
a muvomouse. But the fact is that 
warders are much more kind ‘to those 
in Yheir charge than is generally im- 
agined, and secing that a mouse can- 
not possibly help a prisoner to escape, 
whe searcher will usually pass over it 
fn if he dives happen to notice it. 

For another thing, he knows #per- 
fectly wlel iat his kindness will ‘be 
appreciated, and «hat the prisoner will 
be far more obedient to rtules and give 
less trowble if he is deft in possession 
of his pet.

VEGETATION ON 
THE PLANET MARS 


But There Is No Positive Proof 
That Human Beings Inhabit 
the Planet 


“Tihere mmiy tbe some of the lower 
forms of fe and vegatation on Mars. 
but at present there is pretty certain- 
ly no astronomical evidence in favor 
of intelligent life in the solar system 
qutside of the earth. The conclusion 
ts not necessanily that where is no 
other life in the universe. If asked 
were there life nowhere clse in the 
universe ¢hey could only resort to the 
mathematioal theory of probabilities, 
If 1,000,000-grains of corn iwere gath- 
ered moa head, with one red grain 
among them, and a tbhind man tried 
to choose a grain on pain of death if 
he took om red one. If the 
midlions of the earth stepped up one 
by one, choosing a grain and dropping | 
it again, 1,500 ut of the millions 
would get the red grain. In ‘the 200 
or 2,000 millons of stars there were 
just 200 or 2,000 chances of any pre-! 
senting any viable conditions, 

“But the production and mainten- 
ance of life is one tof mature’s chief 
ends and aims. Life appeared on the 
-arth as soon as conditions were ready 
for it, and although we may never 
be able to see it or prove it, we ‘have 
no reason for saying or thinking that 
there are not other suns surnounded 
by plyanets peopled ‘by intelligent ‘be- 
ings, or that we are the only living, 
sertiont and intelligent beings.” 

Professor from California 

This was the conclusion of a very 
interesting illustrated address on 
“Life in Other Worlds,” delivered at 
Toromo recently under the auspices 
of the Royal Astronomical saciety, be- 
fore a capacity audience in the Uni- 
verstty (Mining ibuilding, by profes- 


sor R, G. Amken of the University of 
Calxfornia, and the famous Lick ob- 
servatony.

[ae photographs were also shown of 
the nearest world to cur own—the 
moon. I*rom these, said the speaker, 
it was obvious that these avas prac- 
tically no atmosphere on the moon, 
hence no avater: The statements made 
from Itime ‘to time that changes in the 
lunar craters gave indications of snow 
and dice vere frequently illusions 
oaused ‘by changes of solar iMumina- 
tion. (Hence dt was reasonable to say 
that the moon was “absolutely a dead 
world, unable ito sustain life.” 

Views swere shown of the major 
planets, Jupiter, Saturn, Uranus, and 
Neptune, and tthe minor or terrestrial 
planats, the earth, Venus, Mars and 
Mercury. Jupiter, said Prof. Aitken, 
had only about one-quarter the den- 
sity of whe earth and received only 
about one-hundredth as much dight 
and cheat from ithe sun as ave enjoy. 
This planet rotated once every ‘ten 
hours, and was, like the moon, also 
unfit to sustain life. ‘Life was also 
impossible on the other three major 
planets, their surface conditions tbe- 
fing chaotic,

Whe markings on Mars present- 
ed very much the appearance that one 
might expect ‘to sce on the earth if it 
were possible to go up in’ a ‘balloon 
and observe bt from a sufficient dis- 
itance. “the impression given iby ttele- 
scopic photographs of Mars was not 
a network of artificial canals, but of 
a series of irregular markings. The 
markings om Mars «undoubtedly — al- 
tered with seasonal changes, which 
‘might indicate the presence of vege- 
tation, Vegetation could wnat exist, 
however, without water-vapor. ‘From 
a series af observations made last year 
from tthe highest point in the United 
States, (Miount Wrihitney, 14,000 feet 
above whe sea level, Dr. ‘Campbell had 
come to the conclusion that astron- 
omically (Mars showed no .more defin- 
ite sign of water-vapor than did ithe 
moon,

The stand taken by the Edmonton builders is by no means a 
local isue, but merely the local manifestation of a national situation 
It is the voice of the National Builders’ Association, an organization 
as wide as the Dominion itself, wealthy, powerful influential, an 
offshoot of the Manufacturers’ Association itself. In every Western 
city this organization has its branches and those who look below 
the surface have been awaiting the declaration of policy which came 
yesterday. In Calgary, in Lethbridge, in Medicine Hat and in Win- 
nipeg the master builders have taken the same stand and their declar- 
ations indicate that they are prepared to “go to the mat” in order 
to enforce their edict. 

The labor organizations, on the other hand, are rich, well organ- 
ized, and they feel their growing power. They are international in 
their scope. Sharpened in adversity, they know how to fight, and 
to them the question of the open or the closed shop spells the life or 
death of their unions. Behind them will be the American Federa- 
tion of Labor, with its millions of members, a body which will accept 
cheerfully the challenge to a national combat. International unions 
such as the carpenters, the plumbers, the plasterers and the painters, 
have millions in their treasuries which they will spill out without 
a tremor of reluctance if they see the danger of a field such as West- 
ern Canada slipping from their grasp. 

In this, as in every. great struggle of the kind, the point at issue 
will not be a question of wages. No great national industrial con- 
flict has ever yet been fought out along those lines. “Recognition” 
is the point for which the unions will fight, and it is the thing which 
the contractors, by their declaration, specifically declare that they 
will not grant. 

Without recognition the trades union is impotent. To the trades 
unionist it means the closed shop, the card system, the right to col- 
lectively barter for the scale of wages, the control of the labor mar- 
ket. In enforcing recognition the sympathetic strike clause is the 
vital point. An agreement which takes from the individual unions 
the right to strike in sympathy with other unions robs them of the 
one great weapon, the power to tie up an industry in support of a 
weaker union which has failed to reach an agreement. This is the 
right which the unions cherish most of all and it is the right for 
which they will fight until the last dollar of their resources has been 
exhausted. It means a union of the unions, an industrial federation 
of the trades which the trades unionists believe essential to the ex- 
istence of their organizations.

Federation of Labor do not include the sympathetic clause in their 
agreements and they will go on and work irrespective of what com- 
plications may arise. But when the buildings planned for the coming 
season reach the more advanced stage the friction is certain to arise. 
The employment of a non-union carpenter, plumber or painter on a 
building may precipitate the conflict at any time during the season. 

It might possibly be that the season will pass without any serious 
show of hostility, but such an outcome is scarcely likely, and under 
any circumstance the underlying cause is always there. 

Coming at this time, when the promise is good in Edmonton for 
a five-million-dollar building season, the mere threat of a conflict is 
one of the most unfortunate things that could happen. An industrial 
struggle now of any duration or extent means enormous loss to the 
city, a check to development which cannot be represented in dollars 
and cents. 

It is idle for any man to say that this will be a short, sharp 
struggle in which the side with which his sympathies lie will win. 
There is no chance for such an outcome. Once commenced, the finish 
is nowhere in sight. 

If ever there was a case requiring cool-headed judgment and 
quick action toward intervention and conciliation this is the case 
and the time is now, before the struggle is commenced. 

There is an enormous body of citizens who are not allied with 
either camp but who have interests which are certain to suffer in 


such a struggle and among these it should be possible to organize 1899—!Presiden: 


a committee which would bring order out of the present situation 
before the building season opens.

In the meantime, what is the view 
the business man takes of this already 
serious situation? The Capital during 
conversations with some of the pro- 
minent business men of the city,found 
a diversified opinion as to what the 
action of the ‘builders would mean. 
Some believed that they were doing 
the right thing, and that the fight 
would last but a few weeks, and that 
there would ibe no more danger of 
strikes, and tie-ups, Others believed 
that the union men were not getting.a 
square deal, that it was taking from 
them: ‘their weapon with which to 
fight for their rights. ’ 

Jas. McGeorge, ex-president of the 
board of trade, said: “I believe the 
action of the builders is right,and that 
it will result in clearing the situation 
of all fear of strikes. Better to have 
the fight now than at the end of the 


season. I think the fight will last only 
a few weeks.” 

Mayor Armstrong scratched his 
head and looked worried, when shown 
the announcement of the contractors. 

“Wihat it will all mean, I can’t fore- 
see yet, nor would I like to make any 
statement until I have more thorough- 
ly investigated the matter.

An Interesting Game 

There is possibly mo comtest that 
gives the same opportunity for psy- 
chological research as the curling 
game. Were are gathered young men, 
matured men, old men, and ¢heir skill 
with brain and hand, and contention 
with heir opponents and themselves 
sirpply a great field. All the human 
passions are atirred on ‘the curling 
rink with the ‘better side invariably 
predominating, 

Thought is the force, stones and ice 
—a hard pair—are the instruments, It 
should ‘be tnteresting to figure ott the 
kind of ice and the sont af stones that 
would suit certain temperaments. Th 
would — suit different temperaments. 
There are many different kinds of 
Dowh. 

For instance, curling stones are 
made from four distinct ‘varieties of 
granite. There is first, the red hone 
stone. They are of the best quality 
and most expensive. he rock is not 
quite so fritile, and they are not so 
likely to break, 

The blue hone is the second stone. 
The stones are aimost equal ¢o the 
red but they wear a litle more quickly. 

In ahe olden days Ailsa Craigs were 
the common stones. They are dark 
and light green mottled, and are very 
usefal rocks. They are more brittle 
than the ‘hone stones, ‘however, and 
wear smooth more quickly. 

Hones Best 


The hardest and heaviest rock of all 
is whinstone, ‘Stones made from this 
granite and about half the size of the 
others and work weld when svorked 
inks playing shape—after many years, 
as a rule. 

The hone stones are those tn general 
use today, They are made in all 
manner of shapes and sizes, from the 
saucer shape to the tall and slender. 
weights varying from 35 to 50 pounds, 

As in most things, at will be found 
that the extremists are as a rule net 
the best players. 

For imstance, che man who plays a 
very low stone is likely to ‘be a per- 
son of nervous, pernickity tempera- 
ment, and «vill probably flop his stone 
down on the lice. If he plays a run- 
ning shot jt willbe a rocker. He is 
likely to be a man with little eccen- 
tricities. 

iHe who plays a high setting stone 
wilt probably be one of the modern 
gent who shove ¢het stone rather 
than swing it at the shoulder. This 
form of imparting impetus js not so 
bad on keen ice, but on heavy ice it 
is fatal, The player, instead of lifting 
che stone up and delivering it cleanly 
scarcely moves it off the ice, and im- 
pams most of the foree by means of 
the waist., This is bad form, whe re- 
sult of ignorance when learning the 
same, and though many good curlers 
are coming mo the front who use it, 
they would probably be better play- 
ers if they “cut i¢ oun.” Tt was always 
conswiered correct to hold your hand- 
le across your body when playing the 
bentturn, birt the “shovers” never do 
this as iq is not adapted to that style 
af delivery. 

The medium stone in general con- 
formation and weight is the best stone 
for good form players—and good form 
counts more in curling han many 
imagine. Tt slips out of the hand eas- 
iy and shides smoothly along the ice,

‘Crooked ice is the abomination of all 
good curlers, and the salvation — of 
many poor ones. ii adds a spice of 
luck to the game and is a feveller of 
the players’ ability, giving the weak 
a chance with the strong, and 50 is 
not without an excuse for existing, 

A great curler should be able to 
curl on any old sort of ice, but will, of 
course, sow more form on keen, hard 
true ice, Under these conaitions the 
crack rinks are playing a great con- 
test of brain and skill is sure to ro- 
sul, 

‘All the characteristics of the war 
general in sizing up situations -quick- 
ly and decisively, in attacking the 
weakest point of ithe ifriend, the en- 
emy, and in defending his own. game, 
are requisites. The skip conceives the 
plays and the whole rink follows ont 
his conceptions more or Jess imper- 
fectly. Under such conditions 4 man 
must tbe able to stand up under ad- 
verse conditions and hold his head 
when she gets in the lead.

An automobile @ub is wanted in 
Edmonton and in sie immediate fu- 
ture, efforts are to be made to bring 
about a meeting of the 1¢o or more 
owners of ‘benzine wagons in this city 
with the object of organizing an auto- 
mobile chub, the purpose of which will 
be to-have the authorities improve the 
roads in this section. While the club 
will not confine its efforts to bringing 
about the improvement of public thor- 
onghiares, yet the prime object for 
niet tion of the organization will 
good roads” movement. 

Make It Best in Province 

The conditions in Edmonton are 
ideal for the making of this city the 
fest in the province for automobile 
travel, say automobile owners. With 
‘but comparatively slight expense, 
roads which are well-nigh impossibili- 
ties for use with autos could be 
brought brought to a high = standard 
and would permit of their being used 
for machine traffic of the most enjoy- 
able kind. The Fort Saskatchewan 
road is cited to go to show what could 
be accomplished with Jittle outlay of 
cash. This highway is one of the 
most picturesque mvhich nature has 


bestowed on this section and nvith the 
expenditure of a few thousands of dol- 
lars could be made one of the finest 
automobile roads in this seation. Noth- 
ing could ibe more ideal than a fine 
stretch of travel of twenty miles with 
the same distawee for the return, but 
on the other side of the river. 
Would instal Guiding Posts 

One of the first things that will be 
taken up when the auto club is organ- 
ized will be the installation of direc- 
tion signs at every road ‘by which 
autoists might become confused, 
Handsome little signs would be erect- 
ed on posts and wherever possible, 
these would be lighted at night. In 
every impontant city, this innovation 
has ‘been one of the first duties of 
clubs. 

Entitled to Consideration 

Automolbilists feel that they are 
growing in numbers so that there 
should be no reason for their modest 
requests ‘being ignored.

(Good roads for automobites is but 
another methed to bocst the city in 
the right way—and boosting Edmon- 
ton in the right way is what everyone 
having the welfare of the city at heart 
is anxious to accomplish.

charged. It «may be mentioned, says 
The Tatler, that the King never ‘bar- 
gains about the price of anything he 
purchases. If the price charged is 
exorbitant, the tradesman loses the 
Royal custom; but this, however, 
rarely or never ‘happens. 

While household accounts for food, 
etc., are paid once a month, some ar- 
ticles are supplied by contract, such 
as coal. A great deal of work is also 
done at Buckingham Palace by con- 
tract, such as window-cleaning, chim- 
ney-sweeping and carpet-cleaning, and 
the glass frames of a number of pic- 
tures are also cleaned under con.ract, 

With reference to the private ac- 
couts af His Majesty, it is interest- 
ing to note that he is scarcely so ex- 
travagant as his ifather. The late 
King rarely wore the same suit of 
clothes more than half a dozen times, 
and often only once or twice, whilst 
King George frequently wears a suit 
three or four dozen times ‘before it is 
removed froin the royal wardrobe. 
As a matter of fact, King George 
spends a trifle less than $450 a year on 
clothes, which is four or five times 
less than the late King’s expenditure 
in the same direction, Of course, the 
cost of His  Majesty’s  unifornis 
amounts to a considerable sum, and 
His Majesty is an excellent customer 
to his ‘bootmaker. For some of his 
walking oots he pays as much ats 
five guineas per pair, and his boot- 
maker's bill runs to about $300 a year.

At the end of the garden is a 
mausoleum containing the dust of sev- 
eml kings and queens, and sheltered 
by a Greek gomple of spotless marble, 
is a statue of whe Electress Sophie, 
daughter of James I. of | England, 
grandmither of (Frederick the Great 
and ancestress of all the kings and 
emperors who have ruled ‘England and 
Germany since her time. When she 
was 84 years old she was stricken with 
apoplexy while hurrying Ko escape a 
ghunderstorm that came on suddenly 
awhile she was walking in the garden 
with (Professor Leitbnitz, the famous 


philosopher, and expired on the spot! 


where the monument stands. 

The garden ds laid out on 
geometrical designs that are so pleas- 
ing to the French but are a violation 
of all the laws and propricties of nn- 
ture; innocent trees have ‘been muti- 
lated with the pruning knife to imitate 
animals, birds and other objects which 
they were never intended to represent 
and all kinds of freak plants and 
vines were introduced and cultivated 
to wmuse the elector and his court. 
Fountains, statues and busts of marble 
graceful columns and various other 
carvings are scattered over the lawns, 
and stone seats where people can sit 
and study the atrocities. 

William Makepeace Thackeray was 
here 100 years ago and described the 
place in detail, and it remains today 
exactly as it was then. (Many other 
famous writers and travellers have 
written it up. dt ds a famous place

The open-air theatre was frequently 
used during the reigns of both those 
worthies, who brought actors, singers 
and dancers from Paris to entertain 
their coun. iMany a famous trage- 
dian and prima donna thave laid on and 
off their costumes in dressing rooms 
made of thick hedges. Letbnitz <¢o- 
operated with the French anchitects in 
designing ithe garden and himself pur- 
chased in Paris for 20,000 livres twen- 
ty-three antique ihkusts of Roman -em- 
perons, who were scaitered over the 
ground to give ithe place a classic 
flavor. 

Herrenhausen owas commenced an 
1665 by John Frederick, then elector, 
who designed to imitute the pleasure 
house of Louis XMLV., but he drank 
himself to death a few years later and 
it was completed ‘by Ernest Augustus, 
his brother and successor.

A RADIUM FACTORY 


A radium factory has been installed 
not long since at Islinge, in the Is- 
land of Laindingo, Sweden, and it js 
now working very successfully. The 
radium is obtained by treating a min- 
eral known as “kolm,” which comes 
from the mines of Billingen. About 
sixty workmen are now engaged in 
taking out this ore. The radium 
works now employ some thirty work- 
men and treats about a ton of ore per 
day. It is expected to produce 4 or 5 
grammes of radium salt in a pure 
state annually. An establishment at 
Paris known as the “Radium Bank” 
has made a contract with the Swedish 
werks and will take the whole of its 
output. “There has already been seni 
5 centigrammes (0.75 grain) of rad- 
ium bromide to Paris. The salt is 
shipped in tubes of platino-irridium. 
It is found that the “kolm” ore is the 
best for extracting the salt. At first 
the works made a series of experi- 
ments upon ores of different kinds 
obtained from America and Australia, 
but these were found to contain a less 
amount of tadioactive substances.
